The first one works well, but, boy, 
it gets hot with the high wattage bulb. The 
other lamp came without a bulb, but all 
lenses and the case are in great shape. 


My question: what do you recommend for 
bulbs? Surely, there must be some type 

of LED or high lumen low wattage bulb 
that would work well. I just don’t know 
this world yet, and am hoping to get some 
advice.

Thank you for your enquiry - yes we are very 
active! 


Regarding your lanterns, the heat from the old 
lamps is death to magic lantern slides! Maybe 
it didn’t matter 100 years ago when you could 
get a replacement if you fried one, but different 
today of course. 


Some people are using quartz halogen lamps 
of around 100 Watts, which are very much 
better, and you can leave the slide in for 5 to 
10 minutes safely. As you suggest, LED is the 
latest technology, and there is a firm in UK that 
makes LED illuminants specifically for magic 
lanterns (the owner 1s a collector!). The firm 
is Celsun, the contact is Robin Palmer, email 
rdp@cel-soft.com, who I am sure will be able 
to help you. I am not in any way connected 
with the firm other than as a satisfied user! 


Should you wish to join us, we should 

be pleased to welcome you. We have an 
International Convention next April in Victoria 
BC Canada, at which you could meet other 
lantern enthusiasts, see presentations and 
shows etc. If you think you might be able to 
attend, I will send you details.

The slide shown at left is labeled, “Anatomy - The Digestive 
Organs in Place.” 


Baush & Lomb Optical Co. in Rochester, New 
York. Manufactured between 1931 — 1933. 


The McIntosh Stereopticon projector was 
designed to project 4” x 4” slides and opaque 
objects. The ability to change between projection 
formats was a unique feature of this machine. 


This Stereopticon has no lens for the opaque 
mechanism, and might well never have had one. 
No doubt many classrooms, especially in biology 
and medicine, used the projector exclusively for 
the 4x4 slide, which could be produced by artists 
in full color long before the availability of quality, 
photographic color slides.

I met with Thomas Jorstad in the paleo 
biology dept at NMNH, and his volunteer 
Mark Lay. 


They are researching various pieces of their 
photography collection. 


They asked me about, “A stereomotorgraph 
containing 52 lantern slides illustrating 
methods of collecting vertebrate fossils, 
formations, mounted specimen, and 
restorations, was installed in the exhibition 
hall.” The USNM annual report for that 
year notes that one stereomotorgraph 

was installed for Geology, and another 

for Paleontology. There are references 

to other Departments in the USNM using 
stereomotorgraphs as far back as 1914.” 


Have you heard of such a thing? That 
seems like a lot of glass to in slide 
projector!

C manufactured by Charles Beseler Co., N.Y., no 
date, ca. 1915-16. Used for projection of typical 
3-1/4” x 4” glass lantern slides by Hendberg’s 
Florists,415 Washington St., Hoboken. Later the 
property of D’ Angelo Florists of Hoboken. It was 
used for promotion of their offerings and services. 
(See pages 16-19 of The Hoboken Oral History 
Project’s “Everybody Seems to Know Me by 

the Paper Hat’, library catalog 2003.040.0005, 
for recollections of Hendberg (mis-spelled as 
‘Henberg’) Florists by Albert Hegetschweiler. His 
father’s sister was married to Maurice Hendberg.) 


Projector came with 63 lantern slides mounted 
in an electrically motorized ring holder. Slides 
are in the photo catalog 2001.091.0002 to 
2001.091.0064. Most of the slides were from 
two of the well-known lantern slide producers of 
that time period: Beseler Lantern Slide Co. and 
Lawrence Van Altena. 


Outside dimensions of the painted metal unit 
are: 22” wide x 30” deep x 17” high. Weight is 
approximately 50 pounds. Manufacturer’s brass 
identification plate has the “3C”’ stamped next to 
the “Model C.” It also lists 4 patents: 1913, 1914 
and two from 1915. The last is from August 24, 
1915.
